A BY-LAW 

Respecting  the  expenditure  of  the  Municipal  Revenue 
for  the  year  1886. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Finance  Committee  of
